The late Dr. J o hn Earl Baker 
o f Mill Valley , fo r 34 y ears an 
adv iser to the Chinese Natio n­ 
alist go v ernment and adminis­ 
trato r o f mo st American aid 
to China, to ld the Co mmo n­ 
wealth Club, in an address pre­ 
pared sho rtly befo re his death 
last Saturday at the age o f 7 6 , 
that “ mti-Americanism is due 
in part to o ur do minant po si­ 
tio n in wo rid affairs.” 
“ Britain had it fo r a century 
o r mo re. We hav e it no w and 
shall hav e to learn to liv e with 
it.” 
"The recipients o f aid, in 
time, co me to resent it,” Baker 
said in the address, which was 


read by Dr. Ferd W. Calliso n. 


“ They beco me tired o f being 
thankful 
as 
they 
feel 
they 
o ught to be; resentful if the 
administrato rs o f the aid ap­ 
pear to be ex trav agant, dicta­ 
to rial, priv ileged o r with a ‘su­ 
perio r’ manner,” he said.

special 
training pro grams to prepare 
Americans to go abro ad, espe­ 
cially where aid administratio n 
is inv o lv ed. 
He said the recent rio ts in 
Fo rmo sa were no t a sy mpto n 
o f any widespread anti-Amer­ 
ican feeling amo ng the peo ple. 
He asserted they were trigger­ 
ed by a racketeering element 
which

identify . 
“ We hav e been co nfro nted 
with wo rld respo nsibility fo r 
o nly a sho rt time,” Baker said. 
“ Many o f o ur peo ple refuse to 
admit it no w. We canno t o rder 


fro m Sears, Ro ebuck o r Mo nt­ 
go mery Ward the tho usands o f 
peo ple able efficiently to rep­ 
resent us abro ad. We must 
train them.’-

American member o f the U.S.- 
Chinese J o int Rural Rehabili­ 
tatio n Co mmissio n befo re he 
retired in 19 49 , said: 
“ The rich will pro bably al­ 
way s be env ied by the po o r, 
but ev en the rich can so mind 
their manners that they will 
receiv e the friendship o f the 
po o r—witho ut buy ing it.”

An estimated 2,500 red-hat 
ted hunters will filter silently 
through Marin's ravines am 
meadows this weekend when 
the J957 coastal deer season 
officially 
o pens 
tomorrow 
morning at 5:45 a.m. 
The season will close Sept 
15, but it reopens in the Sierra 
counties on Sept. 21. Hunters 
may bag two deer in Mann, or 
they may shoot one here and 
save the second tag for the 
Sierra hunting. 
Excellent hunting prospects 
lie ahead for those fortunate 
enough to have memberships 
in local hunting clubs or ac­ 
commodating friends on Marin 
ranchland. 
Virtually 
e v e r y 
square foot in Marin County is 
closed to public hunting. 
“ Condition 
is 
good 
this 
year,” said A1 Giddings, one of 
Mann’s game wardens. “ Late 
rains produced good ‘browse’ 
(green 
shoots 
and 
young 
growth on trees, etc.) for the 
deer to feed on.” 
Giddings said he expected 
a better than average year. 
Marin’s all-time hunting rec­ 
ord was set several years ago, 
when 
1,054 Columbia Black- 
tail Deer 
were 
tagged. The 
average 
harvest runs 
about 
700.

It is not legal to 
shoot deer with pistols, shot­ 
guns, or rifles shooting rim- 
fire, or full-jacket cartridges. 
“ Most arrests in Marin seem 
to be for loaded guns in cars 
and tag violations,” Giddings 
stated.

horns to be lawful game. Does, 
spikes, and fawns are taboo. 
Giddings warned hunters, ex­ 
perienced or not, to observe 
safety precautions in every way 
possible. He said that very of­ 
ten the younger nimrods are 
more often involved in acci­ 
dents than the older.

' time, he said, but even so, he

Men who believ e in taking 
action abou t things in which 
they believ e, alway s make in­ 
teresting copy . One of these 
liv es in Kent Woodlands. 
He is a medioal man, a su r- 
* geon who retired becau se of 
his health. He strongly be­ 
liev es that many of ou r ills 
today —he doesn’t know how 
many — may 
be 
cau sed 
by 
lack of proper ingredients in 
the soil which grows ou r food. 
So he went into the garbage 
disposal bu siness in order to 
start a home for orphans. 
Does this sou nd complicat­ 
ed? Well, it’s not. 
Dr. Ralph Scov el gav e u p 
his medical career becau se, as 
he say s, “It was killing me— 
literally ” Bu t in his ex peri­ 
ence he had noted that many 
persons today hav e deficien­ 
cies in mineral or other body 
content. Why mu st we eat so 
many v itamins? he asked. 
One answer, he believ es, is 
that 
ou r 
modern 
farming 
methods, chemical fertilizers 
and bou ntifu l y ields of crops, 
strips 
the 
v alu e 
from 
the 
earth and it is not properly 
replaced. 
Thu s 
later 
crops 
cannot contain the qu antity 
of minerals which wou ld nor­ 
mally come from richer soils. 
Abou t the time he was pon­ 
dering this qu estion, a friend 
interested him in a sy stem for 
disposing of garbage by allow­ 
ing bacteria to redu ce the 
garbage to hu mu s in a nor­ 
mal fashion, only faster than 
they wou ld do it withou t help. 
The sy stem, called Dano 
(which 
the su perv isors are 
stu dy ing for possible u se in 
Marin), produ ces a soil con­ 
ditioner 
which 
Dr. 
Scov el 
say s retu rns the minerals to 
the 
soil 
from whence they 
came. 


And here’s where the or­ 
phans come in. The doctor 
hopes to establish an ex peri­ 
mental farm large enou gh to 
produ ce all produ cts needed 
by an orphanage of 300 or so 
children. He believ es that by 


feeding the children on food 
produ ced in soil to which the 
organic hu mu s is retu rned, 
that he may be able tfl prov e 
in fiv e y ears or so that these 
children 
are 
healthier 
and 
happier than a similar grou p 
who eat ou r present foods. 
“Who knows how far this 
might lead? May be we'll find 
a relationship to one of ou r 
m ajor diseases,” he declares. 
Any way , Dr. Scov el is go­ 
ing to try and find ou t.

Civil Rights Bill Now Down To 


Basic Arguments On Single Goal 


The Senate debate on the 
civ il 
rights 
bill 
now 
has 
reached the heart of the con­ 
trov ersy . 
The issu e is no longer what 
to take ou t of the bill to keep 
it from going too far, bu t 
what to leav e in the bill to en­ 
able it to go far enou gh. 
The measu re now is limit­ 
ed to one single, u nchallenged 
goal: to enable the federal 
gov ernment, 
by 
institu ting 
civ il su its, to help secu re for 
all citizens the right to v ote 
on equ al terms. 


NOW THE proposed law 
has become, in fact, a right- 
to-v ote law and the Sou thern 
senators hav e performed 
a 
pu blic serv ice by compelling 
the Senate to remov e what 
most of the senators did not 
know was there. 
One more earnest and hon­ 
est argu m ent mu st be fou ght 
ou t before the bill is ready to 
be v oted on as a whole. The 
argu m ent will be ov er w heth­ 
er a registrar or an elections 
official, charged with refu s­ 
ing to comply with a cou rt in­ 
ju nction, shall be tried by a 
ju dge or by a ju ry .

THE OPPONENTS of the 
bill contend that it is u nwise 
to try to protect one civ il 
right (v oting) by u ndercu tting 
another civ il right (trial by 
ju ry ). They contend that no 
citizen shou ld 
be pu nished 
withou t ju ry trial. 


These contentions rest on 
premises which are only part­ 
ly tru e. Contempt of cou rt in 
a civ il su it is almost inv ar­ 
iably tried withou t ju ry and 
often withou t ju ry in crimi­ 
nal contempt. 


If there was ev idence that 
a local registrar refu sed to 
permit an eligible citizen to 
register 
in 
order 
that 
he 
cou ld later v ote, the Ju stice 
Departm ent 
cou ld 
bring 
a 
civ il su it in a federal district 
cou rt. 
If the ju dge 
fou nd 
that that defendant had v io­ 
lated the constitu tional right 
of v oting equ ality , he cou ld 
issu e an inju nction requ iring 
the registrar to desist in this 
discrimination and, if the de­ 
fendant refu sed, he cou ld be 
sentenced to jail. 


THE PURPOSE of su ch a 
sentence is not to pu nish; it 
is, rather, to requ ire compli­ 
ance with the order of the 
cou rt. In effect, su ch a de­ 
fendant is assigned a jail cell 
and he is giv en a key tn let 
himself ou t any time he wish­ 
es, the key being his compli­ 
ance with the cou rt’s inju nc­ 
tion.

FBI files to “accused subver­ 
sives,” as well as ‘‘restore the 
historic balance of power in 
our government” and “re­ 
establish under the Smith 
Act or other adequate legis­ 
lation, clear and unmistake- 
able safeguards against those 
who seek to destroy our way 
of life and our country.” 
2. Spotlighted 
“overwhelm­ 
ing opposition of the citizens 
of this country” to the high 
federal budget; urged adoption 
of the remaining recommenda­ 
tions of the Hoover Commis­ 
sion, and reminded congress­ 
men and senators “that we ex­ 
pect expenditures 
in 
every 
category to be cut to the lowest 
possible figure consistent with 
national security.” 
3. Deplored 
the 
“growing 
tendencies 
of 
communities, 
counties and states to abandon 
responsibility for the solution 
of their problems and look to 
the federal government for fi­ 


nancial aid,” and applauded 
President Eisenhower's recent 
recommendation 
that 
“t h e 
states individually assume re­ 
sponsibility for the solution 
of purely state problems.” 
These actions came in a day­ 
long session climaxed by an 
address by Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight. The governor told the | 
women that although he “ be-! 
lieves wholeheartedly” in the 1 
di-ect primary, he fears that a 
“ primary battle of major pro- i 
portions” might leave the GOP' 
divided and allow the election 
of a Democratic governor.

Anti-Americanism Inevitable, Says 


Marinite's Posthumous Address 


SAN FRANCISCO 
UP—An 
“Old China hand” predicted 
p o s t h u m o u s l y today that 
‘There will be anti-American­ 
ism in East Asia, as in other 
parts of the world, as long as 
America 
outproduces 
other 
countries and defends herself.” 
The late Dr. John Earl Baker 
of Mill Valley, for 34 years an 
adviser to the Chinese Nation­ 
alist government and adminis­ 
trator of most American aid 
to China, told the Common­ 
wealth Club, in an address pre­ 
pared shortly before his death 
last Saturday at the age of 76, 
that ‘ intkA raericanism is due 
in part to our dominant posi­ 
tion in world affairs.” 
“Britain had it for a century 
or more. We have it now and 
shall have to learn to live with 
it.” 
‘The recipients of aid, in 
time, come to resent it,” Baker 
said in the address, which was 


read by Dr. Ferd W. Callison. 


“They become tired of being 
thankful as they feel they 
ought to be; resentful if the 
administrators of the aid ap­ 
pear to be extravagant, dicta­ 
torial, privileged or with a ‘su­ 
perior’ manner,” he said. 


B a k e r advocated 
special 
training programs to prepare 
Americans to go abroad, espe­ 
cially where aid administration 
is involved. 
He said the recent riots in 
Formosa were not a sympton 
of any widespread anti-Amer­ 
ican feeling among the people. 
He asserted they were trigger­ 
ed by a racketeering element 
which 
he 
did 
not further 
identify. 
“We have been confronted 
with world responsibility for 
only a short time,” Baker said. 
“Many of our people refuse to 
admit it now. We cannot order 


from Sears, Roebuck or Mont­ 
gomery Ward the thousands of 
people able efficiently to rep­ 
resent us abroad. We must 
train them.’- 
Baker, 
who 
was 
senior 
American member of the U.S.- 
Chinese Joint Rural Rehabili­ 
tation Commission before he 
retired in 1949, said: 
“The rich will probably al­ 
ways be envied by the poor, 
but even the rich can so mind 
their manners that they will 
receive the friendship of the 
poor—without buying it.” 


While disarmament negotia­ 
tions are haggling in London 
for some token “first step” re­ 
duction in arms and men, De­ 
fense Secretary Charles E. Wil 
son has clamped a 38-billion- 
dollar spending limit on the 
military services. 


This would be at a level some 
$2,200,000,000 less than the 
current annual spending rate 
of $40,200,000,000 on Amer­ 
ica’s defenses. 
And more cuts are coming, 
Wilson said, because of “creep­ 
ing cost increases” resulting 
from inflation. He added that 
the grass roots sentiment of 
the country as reflected by 
Congress favors reducing de­ 
fense outlays.

YANK MOUNTS SOAPBOX, 
LECTURES MUSCOVITES 


MOSCOW (U.R)— Anthony Quintain, 23, Seattle, 
Wash., delivered a soapbox oration in Red Square 
last night about America’s freedom and high living 
standard. 


For two and a half hours he lectured several 
hundred startled Moscovites on a variety of subjects 
including Amercia’s attitude on Hungary. 


Quintain was here for the Moscow Youth 
Festival. 


Police didn't interrupt Quintain’s soapbox ora­ 
tion, although they did ask him to come down off 
the steps of the Lenin-Stalin Mausoleum that domi­ 
nates the square. 


The Rushan-speaking American, who is study­ 
ing Russian literature at Oxford University in Eng­ 
land, continued his harangue at street level. 


His audience was generally polite. Some Mus­ 
covites smiled incredulously. 
Others heckled him 
occasionally with the inevitable 
“how about the 
Negro problem?” They also challenged the Ameri­ 
can practice of fingerprinting foreigners. 


After his speech Quintain received police escort 
to the subway and returned to the festival village.

Jf Belvedere, Tiburon and other Tiburon Peninsula 
areas had joined about 12 years ago to solve their sew­ 
age disposal problem, it would have cost only about a 
quarter as much as it would today. 
This was the observation of engineer Harrv N. Jenks 
at an areawide meeting last night at the Belvedere Com­ 
munity Hall. Some 25 representatives of Tiburon Penin­ 
sula districts and communities --------------------------------------------------

attended. 
Supervisor 
V e r a 
Schultz presided. 
The meeting was the result 
of a suggestion by Belvedere 
Mayor 
Eric 
Pedley 
several 
nlonths ago that sewage dispos­ 
al problems of the area be dis­ 
cussed and settled “on a county 
level” rather than individually. 
Pedley last night said his sug­ 
gestion was'prom pted by infor­ 
mation from city engineering 
consultants that a larger unified 
disposal system would be most 
economical. 
MANY SMALL SYSTEMS 
Marvin Brigham, county pub­ 
lic works director, noted that 
in the last 12 years, several dis­ 
tricts had come into being, 
creating many very small dis­ 
posal systems. “As a result, 
sewage disposal 
has usually 
been extremely inefficient,” he 
said. 
He added that "septic tanks 
in unincorporated territory are 
still permissible with health 
departm ent approval.” 
Financial troubles besetting 
the Richardson Bay Sanitary 
District 
(Strawberry-Belveron 
area) were outlined by both 
Loyal Nerdahl, district presi­ 
dent, and by W arren Nute, en­ 
gineer, who pointed out that 
present facilities were built by 
the original developer and are 
now hopelessly inadequate for 
needed expansion. 
GRIM OPINION 
Nerdahl said the district will 
again try to work out an ex­ 
pansion plan that can be finan­ 
ced, but expressed the grim 
opinion that if it fails, subdivid­ 
ers will find themselves with­ 
out sewage facilities. 
This situation was confirmed 
by Brigham. 
Sounding a pessimistic word. 
Robert Sterling, secretary of 
the long-formed Tiburon Sani­ 
tary District, said that “Present 
existing facilities have their 
jealous interests and are not 
interested in joining another 
district or area which will re­ 
sult in higher costs.” 
He said 
the Tiburon district is current­ 
ly running at only 75 per cent 
capacity. 


URGES STUDIES 
Jenks noted that an enlarged 
plan is not necessarily the low­ 
est cost facility, declaring that 
accurate 
studies 
should 
be 
made to determ ine the best 
possible procedure. 
Jenks estimated that $1.500 
should 
produce 
the 
desired 
data. 
Supervisor Schultz asked if 
Belvedere, Tiburon and Rich­ 
ardson Bay would jointly fi­ 
nance such a study with the 
c o u n t y 
also 
participating, 
bringing the opinion from Ner­ 
dahl that “Engineer Nute has 
already prepared such a plan 
as it involves the Richardson 
Bay and Tiburon districts and 
. . . the City of Belvedere ap-

Bell Approves 
Pro Football 
Player Union 


WASHINGTON ( f t —The Na­ 
tional Football League players 
union, hardly out of infancy, 
enjoyed unexpected 
recogni­ 
tion today. But it still faced 
uncertainties in getting along 
with pro football management. 
Officials of nine clubs voiced 
approval when NFL Commis­ 
sioner *Bert Bell announced 
yesterday he would recognize 
and negotiate with the recently 
created NFL Players Assn. 
Spokesman for three others 
didn’t condemn Bell’s action— 
but neither did they do hand­ 
springs as a result of it. 
Bell chose a House A ntitrust 
subcommittee hearings as the 
scene of his announcement. 
Failure to recognize and bar­ 
gain collectively with the play­ 
ers 
organization 
would 
be 
“against the best interest of 
the National Football League 
and the public,” he said. 


MOST GRATIFIED’ 
The subcommittee is investi­ 
gating football and other pro­ 
fessional team sports to deter­ 
mine whether they should be 
immune from federal antitrust 
laws. Past refusal of NFL club 
owners to accept the players’ 
association had nettled several 
lawmakers, including Subcom­ 
mittee Chairman Cellar (D-NY), 
Rep. Keating (R-NY) and Rep. 
Rodino (D-NJ). They commend­ 
ed Bell’s decision.

Giddings pointed out that 
most of his arrests are made 
for two or three violations.

It is not legal to 
shoot deer with pistols, shot­ 
guns, or rifles shooting rim- 
fire. or full-jacket cartridges. < 
“ Most arrests in Marin seem 
to be for loaded guns in cars 
and tag violations," Giddings 
stated. 
Deer 
must 
have 
forked 
horns to be lawful game. Does, 
spikes, and fawns are taboo. 
Giddings warned hunters, ex­ 
perienced or not, to observe 
safety precautions in every way j 
possible. He said that very of­ 
ten the younger nimrods are 
more often involved in acci­ 
dents than the older. 
A Hunter Safety Course has 
been in existence for some 
time, he said, but even so, he 
has been swamped this week

N.C. Group Offers 


Ike $1 Million 


For His Assets 


RALEIGH, N.C. (* — The 
next move is up to President 
Eisenhower if he's interested in 
selling his personal assets for 
one million dollars. 
A group of North Carotinans. 
with Kidd Brewer of Raleigh 
as spokesman, made the offer 
yesterday in a wire to the 
President. 


Although the proposition got 
a laugh from presidential press 
secretary 
James 
Hagerty, 
Brewer insisted it was a ser­ 
ious offer. 


The offer to buy out the 
President followed comments 
at the President’s news confer­ 
ence on Wednesday. 


Asked about news articles 
which estimated his worth at 
one million dollars. President 
Eisenhower replied: “If that 
man who knows so much about 
my business will offer me a 
million dollars to sell out. he is 
going to make a sale in a 
hurry.” 


WASHINGTON (IP — Dixie 
foes of the civil rights bill 
scored a second major victory 
over President E i s e n h o w e r 
early today with Senate adop­ 
tion. by a 51-42 vote, of a dis­ 
puted jury trial amendment. 
It cleared the way for Sen­ 
ate approval within a week of 
a watered-down rights bill, the 
first in eight decades. 
Threats of a Southern fili­ 
buster evaporated. Some sen­ 
ators from the South, includ­ 
ing Senate Democratic lead­ 
er Lyndon 
R. Johnson of 
Texas, now said they would 
vote for the bill. 
It now was essentially a vot 
ing rights bill with a provision 
for jury trial in civil contempt 
cases. The Senate last wre e k ! 
dealt Eisenhower a first major 
setback 
by 
knocking 
out a 
broad 
provision 
that 
would 
have given the attorney gen­ 
eral sweeping injunctive pow­ 
ers in civil rights cases. 
A coalition of 39 Democrats 
and 12 Republicans supported 
the jury trial amendment— the 
Republicans breaking with Eis­ 
enhower. who came out strong­ 
ly 
against 
the 
amendment 
Wednesday. 


The amendment to the vot­ 
ing rights section of the bill 
would provide for jury trials 
in 
criminal 
contempt 
cases 
where the purpose of a judge 
was to punish a defendant, 
such as a registrar of voters, 
for disobeying an injunction 
to register a Negro as a voter. 


But a federal judge could 
jail a registrar, without a 
jury trial, for as long as he 
failed to comply with the in­ 
junction. 


In an effort to woo votes for 
the amendment its supporters 
Wednesday accepted a revision 
that would guarantee Negroes 
the right to serve on federal 
juries regardless of state laws 


In its present form the bill 
would (1) create a bipartisan 
commission on civit rights, (2) 
provide tor a new assistant at­ 
torney general to handle civil 
rights cases, (3) repeal a recon­ 
struction period law empower­ 
ing the President to use troops 
to enforce Negro rights and (4) 
authorize the attorney general 
to seek injunctions to safe­ 
guard voting rights of Negroes, 
with jury trials for criminal 
violations of such injunctions.

SAILING OUT OF SIGHT AGAIN 
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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Rickey Marin Move Could 
Be Mutually Advantageous 


The word that John Rickey is to take 
over ownership and operation of Rancho 
Rafael is good news indeed for Marin 
County. 
We expect the extension of his enter­ 
prises to our county will ultimately help 
fill one of our needs. 
Marin has considerable in the way of 
natural attractions for conventions and 
tourists, but we are lacking in man-made 
facilities. 
We don't have anything like an ade­ 
quate convention hall. We don't have a 
hostelry large enough to house and feed 
a group of more than modest size— cer­ 
tainly no gathering that could call itself 
a full-fledged convention. 
We cannot reasonably expect that the 
arrival of John Rickey will change all 
this overnight. 
But it seems reasonable to expect that 
we will at least begin to head in the 
right direction. 
If our understanding is correct. Rick­ 
ey's Studio Inn in Palo Alto began with 
even less in the wav of facilities than 


Rancho Rafael contains to start with. 
Little-by-little over a period of years, 
John Rickey has added to his Studio Inn 
until today it is something of a tourist 
attraction and affords pretty complete 
facilities for conventions of fair size. 
If he can in time expand Rancho Ra­ 
fael until it becomes similarly equipped, 
its presence will be of great value to all 
of Marin. 
Those in the Marin County Develop­ 
ment Foundation and the San Rafael 
Chamber of Commerce who are inter­ 
ested in promoting conventions and 
tourism recognize that the first requisite 
is providing facilities. They know that 
until a hostelry is available to house, 
feed and otherwise care for the wants 
and needs of substantial size, we can’t 
hope to develop much of a tourist and 
convention business. 
If John Rickey succeeds in bringing 
us one such facility, it will fill a great 
need. 
We feel sure that his coming to Marift 
can be mutually advantageous.

State Changes Policy To Give 


More Responsibility To Individuals

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — It’s 
difficult to realize that in Cali­ 
fornia. a state approaching 
the 
15 
million 
population 
mark, 
many 
of 
the 
basic 
changes in statutory laws or 
the constitution are made be­ 
cause of one state official, or 
a small group of them. 
There are some cases in 
point in California’s govern­ 
ment in the past few years 
and there are likely to be 
some more in the next few 
years. 


By about 1953, the Legisla­ 
ture, and those who advise it, 
had decided the most effec­ 
tive and responsible type of 
state 
department 
was 
one 
with an all-powerful director, 
answering only to the govern­ 
or. , 


This was in.sharp contrast 
to the old form of commis- 
sion-rule, which still is in ef­ 
fect in most of the state de­ 
partments. 


T H E DISADVANTAGE to 
the straight-line authority di­ 
rector, of course, is in his 
power and the fact he is re­ 
sponsible only to the gov­ 
ernor. 
However, if an error of 
judgment is made in his de­ 
partment, or there is evidence 
of 
incompetence, he alone 
must answer for it. 
U n d e r 
the % commission 
rule, with a director of vary­ 
ing authority beneath it, the 
blame usually is passed back 
and forth from the director

State Board of Equalization, a 
five-man board elected by the 
people.

However, Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight, in one of his wisest 
appointments, chose a career 
civil service man, a deputy 
director of another state de­ 
partment. 


THIS WAS RU SSELL S.

powers, it was little wonder 
the press immediately labeled 
him

czar.” 
Munro

About A Man, Orphans, Garbage 


Disposal And Minerals In Soil 


Men who believe in taking 
action about things in which 
they believe, always make in­ 
teresting copy. One of these 
lives in Kent Woodlands. 
He it a medioal man, a sur­ 
geon who retired because of 
his health. He strongly be­ 
lieves that many of our ills 
today— he doesn’t know how 
many— may 
be 
caused 
by 
lack of proper ingredients in 
the soil which grows our food. 
So he went into the garbage 
disposal business in order to 
start a home for orphans. 
Does this sound complicat­ 
ed? Well, it’s not. 
Dr. Ralph Scovel gave up 
his medical career because, as 
he says, “ It was killing me— 
literally” But in his experi­ 
ence he had noted that many 
persons today have deficien­ 
cies in mineral or other body 
content. Why must we eat so 
many vitamins? he asked. 
One answer, he believes, is 
that 
our 
modern 
farming 
methods, ehemical fertilizers 
and bountiful yields of crops, 
strips the value from the 
earth and it is not properly 
replaced. Thus later crops 
cannot contain the quantity 
of minerals which would nor­ 
mally come from richer soils. 
About the time he was pon­ 
dering this question, a friend 
interested him in a system for 
disposing of garbage by allow­ 
ing bacteria to reduce the 
garbage to humus in a nor­ 
mal fashion, only faster than 
they would do it without help. 
The system, called Dano 
(which the supervisors are 
studying for possible use in 
Marin), produces a soil con­ 
ditioner 
which 
Dr. 
Scovel 
says returns the minerals to 
the soil from whence they 
came. 


And here’s where the or­ 
phans come in. The doctor 
hopes to establish an experi­ 
mental farm large enough to 
produce all products needed 
by an orphanage of 300 or so 
children. He believes that by 


feeding the children on food 
produced in soil to which the 
organic bumus is returned, 
that he may be able trt prove 
in five years or so that these 
children 
are 
healthier and 
happier than a similar group 
who eat our present foods. 
“ Who knows how far this 
might lead? Maybe we’ll find 
a relationship to one of our 
major diseases,” he declares. 
Anyway, Dr. Scovel is go­ 
ing to try and find out.

Civil Rights Bill Now Down To 


Basic Arguments On Single Goal 


The Senate debate on the 
civil 
rights 
bill 
now 
has 
reached the heart of the con­ 
troversy. 
The issue is no longer what 
to take out of the bill to keep 
it from going too far, hut 
what to leave in the bill to en­ 
able it to go far enough. 
The measure now is limit­ 
ed to one single, unchallenged 
goal: to enable the federal 
government, 
by 
instituting 
civil suits, to help secure for 
all citizens the right to vote 
on equal terms. 


NOW’ THE proposed law 
has become, in fact, a right- 
to-vote law and the Southern 
senators have performed a 
public service by compelling

“I am trying my best to 
communicate to the officers of 
the Department of Labor, but 
I can’t do much about it,” Chun 
said. 
At 39. he is assistant general 
secretary of the Thai National 
Trade Union Congress. The 
congress is roughly equivalent 
to the AFL-CIO in this coun­ 
try. Comprised of many unions 
and labor federations, It has 
71.000 members. 
With the little time he has 
left, Chun hopes to learn from 
U.S. 
officials 
exactly 
what 
type of programs would best 
serve the Thai working people 
and how much such programs 
would cost his government. 
But the way things are go­ 
ing, he holds little hope of get­ 
ting the answers to his ques­ 
tions.

postmaster of the fourth class 
post office at Hamilton on Aug. 
5, 1936. 
The office became 
third clas« in 1937; second class 
in 1941 and first class in 1944. 
At the peak of World War 
II, when the base served as a 
port of 
embarkation, 
Seely 


handled as many as 600 mail 
pouches a day, often holding 
midnight mail calls for tran­ 
sient personnel en route to the 
Pacific. 
Seely was a flooring carpen­ 
ter before he began hts postal 
career and worked at the base 
during its construction. 
As postmaster, he has known 
the veterans of the Air Force 
and 
been 
known 
by 
them. 
Scores of career airmen re­ 
turning to Hamilton have fre­ 
quently included “Chet" Seely 
in their reunion sessions.

Asiatic Flu Epidemic 


Probable Across U.S. 


WASHINGTON (IB—The na­ 
tion’s chief health officer said 
yesterday there is a "very def­ 
inite probability” of a wide­ 
spread outbreak of Asiatic flu 
in this country by fall or early 
winter. 


Surgeon Gen. Leroy E. Bur­ 
ney said at a new* conference 
that there has been “ very wide 
seeding” of the Oriental flu vi­ 
rus in this country. 


Dr. Burney also reported in 
a statement that the first vac­ 
cine shots against Asiatic flu 


are expected to become avail­ 
able to the public in September. 


The surgeon general said six 
manufacturers licensed to pro­ 
duce influenza vaccine have set 
a production goal of at least 60 
million doses by Feb. 1. 


To meet this goal, Dr. Rurney 
said, the producers will hire ad­ 
ditional personnel and work 
seven days a week. 


The public health director 
said he expects cold weather 
will "trigger” a "serious” out­ 
break.
